In 1868, E. Newcomb applied to the town of Etna, where he then 
lived, for assistance, and Etna notified Scarboro. Mr. F. Milliken went 
to Etna to see to it, and arranged with Mr. Newcomb by taking a deed 
of his real estate in Etna, and a bill of sale of some personal property, 
obligating the town to maintain him and his wife during their natural 
life. In June last we received a proposition for the purchase of the real 
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estate for $300, which we agreed to. On investigation it was decided 
that the town had no legal title to it. But Mr. Newcomb, having receiv¬ 
ed $302 48 of the town, was willing to give the town a good title of the 
real estate for the amonnt he had received and take $132 for the horse, 
harness and wagon, which he brought to Scarboro with him, and was put 
on to the farm. " The Selectmen have settled with Mr. Newcomb by tak¬ 
ing the deed and allowing him $132 for the personal property. $42 of 
which is paid, and the balance, $89, is included in outstanding bills. 

Towards the payment of the farm the town has received 2 cows, 2 
yearlings, 1 two year and 1 one year old colt, for $225.

It should be observed that the commissions and abatements, which will 
probably be about $500, are included in Mr. 'Waterhouse’s hills of 1868, 
and about the same amount in Capt. Moulton’s of 1870, which will de¬ 
crease the amount by so much to be paid into the Treasury. 

The latter part of January last the Bonds from the State were con¬ 
verted into money at par. and the Treasurer has been paying notes with 
it, as fast as they could be obtained. 

By an act of the Legislature of 1870. Scarboro was required to pay to 
the inhabitants of the strip set oil' to Gorham, their proportional part, pro 
rata, of the Bonds awarded to Scarboro, which amounted to $426.94.— 
S412.4C have been paid, and the balance, $14.43, remains in the Trea¬ 
sury uncalled for. 

One vearago we owed the State and County tax of I860. That, and 
the State and County tax of 1870. are all paid up. Then we had a 
large amount of outstanding bills. These have been paid, together with 
all current expenses of the year, except about $175. The town debt has 
been reduced about $4,000. 

A suit has been commenced against the town by Alvan B. Jose to re¬ 
cover damages for injury to two horses, occasioned by defect in the high¬ 
way, as alleged.

Superintending School Committee. 


During the past year our responsibilities have been painfully increas¬ 
ed by the law that threw the selection and engagement of teachers into 
the hands of Superintending Committees. In making such engagements, 
in every case we have consulted and followed the wishes of the several 
Districts, so far as we could ascertain them, and when the Districts ex¬ 
pressed no choice, we have made the best selections we could from the 
materials within our reach. When our stock of tried and approved 
teachers was exhausted, wo applied to the County Supervisor of Com¬ 
mon Schools as our most hopeful source of supply, and he promptly fur¬ 
nished us with the number needed. Of these some have won our highest 
respect and warmest attachment, while others have decidedly disappoint¬ 
ed our hopes and expectations. 

A law of the State just enacted authorizes the town, by a special vote, 
to release the Committee from this burden, and committing the engage¬ 
ment of teachers once more to the hands of the District Agents, in which 
change we shall joyfully concur. 

Our school houses—with two exceptions—are respectable and con¬ 
venient; our list of text-books is as uniform as we have been able to 
make it, and wo do not think that any change is required. The wages 
of our teachers have been generally as high as the Districts could afford, 
and perhaps the thing that we need most is a little more patience and 
moderation in the demands we make of those who teach our common 
schools. So long as other and larger towns have more attractive school 
houses, pay higher wages, and engage for longer terms than we can, they 
will of course commaud in most cases the best teachers, and wo must 
submit to it. 

Under an ordinary teacher, however, it" is still possible to secure an 
excellent education, when the pupils are inclined to make the most of 
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their opportunities, and are not encouraged by their parents in exchang¬ 
ing the position of learners for that of critics and fault-finders. AVc are 
persuaded that an improvement in this last respect would afford a happy 
relief from much trouble, and result in other solid advantages in many 
sections of our town. 

BEACH HILL, DISTRICT No. 1. 

SUMMER TERM. 

Mr. John Hearn, Teacher, for five weeks, and then succeeded by 
Miss Ella F. Durgin. As the result of unhappy divisions existing iu 
this District, and an astonishing lack of interest in the education of the 
young, it has been impossible during the last two years, to collect votes 
enough at any District meeting to effect an organization for the choico of 
officers. The school-house has been lawlessly entered and mutilated; 
there has been a decided tendency to insubordination on the part of some 
of the pupils; the attendance is lamentably small, and an entire revolu¬ 
tion of this state of affairs is greatly to be desired. 

In the face of such difficulties, it would be unjust to expect any teach¬ 
er to exhibit here a model school. Yet in the midst of these difficulties 
we have found a few pupils whose intelligence, ardor in study, and rapid 
progress, has been surpassed in no other school in the town ; and we ear¬ 
nestly hope that the entire District may determine during the coming 
year, to recover its lost ground and move again to the front.
